As the Bureau is aware, a federal search warrant was 
executed on the premises of captioned subject at 255 Sierra 
Vista Drive in Tucson, Arizona on 3/17/79. During the search 
of the BONANNO residence, located in a basement office of 
BONANNO in what he has described as his "buco" (safe), was a 
series of papers consisting of hundreds of handwritten notes 
of BONANNO, all written in his handwriting. Some of these-were 
in English and some were in either Sicilian or Italian. 

Enclosed for the Bureau are these notes with the 
request that they be transcribed, and copies of the transcription 
sent to the offices receiving this communication. 
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These documents have been reviewed, analyzed, and^ 
in some instances interpretted by an Agent who has-been assigne 
to organized crime investigations since the Bureau s institution 
of the Top'Hoodlum Program on November 22 , 1957 . However, due to 
the scribbling of BONANNO inasmuch as he intended these notes only _ 
for his personal review, only a fraction of his handwriting ® gl _ 

to the Agent in Tucson. The following is a summary of that small 
portion of the documents which is legible in Tucson. 

Xt would appear from the notes that what BONANNO has 
attempted to do is to prepare his memoirs, a history of organize 
crime since its inception as the Mafia m Sicily in the 1200 . 

It appears in a very few instances that he has taken information 
from another publication, at least in that portion of the 
documents which pertain to the Sicilian origins of the Mafia 
that he has put his imprimatur on the contents of these public 
tions and is incorporating it as his own. It should be noted 
by the Bureau that some of the pages are obviously.out , 

sequence but this is the way they were discovered in EmANNOs 
"buco". It appears that these personal notes of.BONANNO might 
serve as the basis for his autobiography. In this regard it 
should be noted that on one page he has the words Title. The Real 
Story of Joe Bonanno" or "The Prince of Honored Mafia and on 
another page later he has the words "The Sicilian-Amencan Mafia 

Prince". 

Many of the documents contain the first .line "The 
Sicilian History of the Mafia". On these pages BONANNO writes 
what he apparently believes is the origin of the Mafi , J' 

He writes "where the mother of the girl near the church (in t 
Vespers Insurrection) cried ’Ma-Fia’ (my daughter) became years 
after the expression of the symbol of protection..... against the 
oppressor". "The Symbol of Honor, Courage, Integrity, Justice, 
Liberty". "This secret organization were formed asjrhe Blessed 
Paul’s’ whose aim was to bring about the righting ox."wrong. 

Mafia was the product of despotic government']. In^an 
world, it was necessary to create one s own justice .. BONANNO 
described MUSSOLINI's purge of the Mafia as being motivated by 
an attempt to "appear as a champion of decent living but even ^ 
more so as an attempt to "repress against any sort of arrogance . 

In his writings he refers to "Saint Principe Ala Ma ia, e 
Mafia Prince". 
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During "this segment of his writings, BONANNO describes 
the influence of the BONANNO family in his construction of the 
Tower of Pisa, their influence with the King of Italy, and 
describes "a member of the BONANNO family who was Mayor of Palermo. . 
He" also describes how he was instructed by his father on t| 

death bed: ’’Above all, be a BONANNO and be proud of the BONANNOs . 

He describes how he finished high school and .went to college in 
Italy, came to the United States, settled in Brooklyn. He writes, 

”1 was in bootlegging business at age 21 or 22. 

The next segment of his writings BONANNO writes at 
great length concerning the Castellammarese War in New York. 

How JOE ’’The Boss” MASSERIA created a "conspiracy against JOE 
AIELLO in Chicago". He writes that this conspiracy involved 
AL CAPONE, who was with MASSERIA. BONANNO apparently traveled to 
Chicago at this time because it was believed "AIELLO wanted to 
kill JOE, the boss". MASSERIA used CAPONE (apparently to kill 
AIELLO). BONANNO writes of a plot at this time to kill STEVE 
MAGADDINO, a boss in Buffalo, New York. He writes MAGADDINO 
was "begging us for help". MASSERIA then "called other important 
Dons ,r from out of town, accused MAGADDINO. Word was sent ° u 
AIELLO in Chicago to be careful from any CAPONE representative . 

The next portion of this narrative is illegible in 
Tucson, however, it seems fairly obvious that the above situation 
is believed by BONANNO to lead to the Castellammarese War because 
the above narrative immediately precedes the words The war ^ 
started.... order to .... soldier to kill all the New York big 
Dons." In another part, BONANNO writes "The Castellammarese. 

War starts early 1930 after the killing of the boss of Detroit, 
a Castellammarese himself born in Sicily, to protect the other 
Castellammareses, to kill or not to be killed....MASSERI a 
support of AL CAPONE and his organization, BUGS MORAN organization, 
and JOE AIELLO, the real official head of Mafia boss of.Chicago ^ 
although CAPONE had a powerful organization of his ow n in Chicago * 
In this connection in another part of his writings, BONANNO talks 
about the bad feeling between MASSERIA and AIELLO and says 
wanted to be supreme over CAPONE. CAPONE wanted to be supreme 
over MASSERIA in New York." He writes that "MASSERIA went to 
Chicago" where a meeting was held with "other out of town 
bosses” "to settle this ppoblem. 

BONANNO names many of the bosses of geographical areas 
in the country at this period of time, around 1930. He identi les 
STEVE MAGADDINO of Buffalo as being allied with MARANZANO, who 
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battled with MASSERIA in the Castellammarese War. He mentions 
FRANK COSTELLO, JOE ADONIS, and LUCKY LUCIANO who were with^ 

MASSERIA. He mentions LOUIE LIPSCHULTZ as possibly being with 
MARANZANO"who ordered all New York bosses to be killed." BONANNO 
writes that other bosses "begged MARANZANO to spare other innocent 
people in the country." "J. B. met these group before they had 
a chance to kill MARANZANO". BONANNO describes how MARANZANO 
traveled from place to place with body guards in a bullet proox 
Cadillac to escape his killers. At this point BONANNO describes 
how he was beaten by a New York City detective and how he 
suffered. Again, at this point he mentions "LUCKY, FRANK 
COSTELLO, JOE ADONIS, and VITO GENOVESE" possibly as being top 
men during the latter stages of the Castellammarese War. BONANNO 
describes the wholesale killings at this time. This included 
AIELLO in Chicago which made "CAPONE now sole boss in Chicago. 

CAPONE thereafter had nothing to do with New York and then was 
interested only to have peace in Chicago. 1 ^ He describes how the 
war came to an end and how 500 bosses met "by the Table ox the 
Great Hall". MARANZANO was acclaimed the (illegible word). 
"MARANZANO was acclaimed the boss Bf'all bosses from all over the 
country". From the writings it appears that CAPONE had some 
question at the meeting but "MARANZANO assured CAPONE the peace 
in Chicago and made CAPONE official boss of all Chicago". BONANNO 
then writes that MARANZANO selected five New .York bosses. MARANZANO 
told all the bosses "to come to New York if any trouble in their 
city—help or whatever". JOE BONANNO named the New ‘York bosses 
at that time as "CHARLIE LUCKY,MANGAN0"0, SCALISE (?), JOE PROFACI". 
He mentioned only four of the five, with the fifth believed to 
be BONANNO. He mentions that SCALISE (?) was shortly thereafter 
replaced. Described how upon the death of MARANZANO the 
Commission was elected. BONANNO seems to say the election was 
for a term of five years. The function of the Commission was to 
"keep the peace in New York and all over the country - to make 
law, to settle trouble in other areas, and to guarantee the justice 
for all. No Commission have the authority to control or to give 
order to another boss". However, at this point BONANNO writes 
"But after the 1965 deterioration among New York bosses started 
doing that". 

Getting back to the origins of the Commission.in the 
early 1930s BONANNO writes that he was "the first one nominated" 
to be a member. In interpretation, it appears that most of the 
above is self explanatory. With the exception of AIELLO and^ 

CAPONE, all those mentioned were leaders of organized crime in 
New York. JOE AIELLO, at one point, is described by BONANNO 
as the "real boss of the Mafia in Chicago", was in fact the 
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head of the Italian-American Unione, the organization of Italian 
Americans in Chicago. It is believed to be a matter of history 
that'he was in fact the leader of the "mustache" faction of. 
organized crime in Chicago whereas CAPONE had a conglomeration 
of .Italians and other nationalities who banded together to form 
the "hard nut" of organized crime in Chicago. It is a matter 
of history that AIELLO was killed in Chicago in the early 1930s 
and that this killing was generally believed to be perpetrated 
by the CAPONE Organization. 

As all offices are aware, the "Commission" is the 
ruling body of organized crime in the United States. 

BONANNO then prepared an outline of his - life following 
the creation of the Commission. He touched upon the following 
points: 

"The trust among the Commission members, the deterioration 
among the Commission members, the Kefauver Committee, the 
betraying start within the Commission, a boss to betray another 
boss, the killing (?) of ALBERT ANASTASIA, the LUCIANO deportation, 
VITO (GENOVESE) leaving, return from Italy; COSTELLO supporting 
ANASTASIA, the order to kill COSTELLO, the COSTELLO escape, how 
J. B. made effort to keep the peace, trip of J. B. to Italy,' 
return of J. B. from Italy day after the ANASTASIA death, the 
' ~ Apalachiri . Meeting, who really ordered, the meeting _ at BARBARA’S, 
who were there and who were not, the Apalaehintrial, J. B.’s 
heart attack, his appearance in court, J. B.’s fake subpoena to

The following is an interpretation of the above: 


BONANNO obviously believes that when the Commission was 
initially formed, there was trust between members but that sometime 
thereafter deterioration of this trust set in. Xn 1950 Senator 
ESTES KEFAUVER of Tennessee initiated a Crime Investigating 
Committee with national television which attempted-to locate 
BONANNO and force his appearance before the Committee. CHARLES 
"LUCKY” LUCIANO was deported from the United States. FRANK 
COSTELLO and ALBERT ANASTASIA, both leaders of organized crime 
in New York, were the subjects of assassination attempts with 
COSTELLO living and ANASTASIA dying. In November 1957 the 
so called Apalachin Meeting was held at the residence of 
JOSEPH BARBARA in upstate New York and was attended by most 
of the top leaders of organized crime throughout the United 
States. Following the Apalachin Meeting, there was a trial 
for obstruction of justice of many of the leaders who attended 
and who refused to furnish information concerning the nature 
of the meeting. Shortly thereafter, BONANNO suffered a heart 
attack. Although BONANNO appears to refer "KEFAUVER looking for 
J. B. in 1959", he obviously mistakes KEFAUVER for Senator 
MC CLELLAN of Arkansas who headed the Senate Rackets Committee 
in 1959 and used the FBI to serve subpoenas on top leaders of 
organized crime throughout the country whose testimony was 
desired before the MC CLELLAN Committee. Apparently while the 
Senate Rackets Committee attempted to locate BONANNO, he was 
hiding in a house in Phoenix and/or Scottsdale. BONANNO then 
refers to JOSEPH VALACHI, who testified before the Senate 
Committee concerning his knowledge of organized crime and 
who testified concerning BONANNO in this regard. BONANNO mentions, 
"cheese in Wisconsin" apparently referring to the Grande Cheese 
Company in Wisconsin in which he has an interest. 

In the summer of 1964, BONANNO traveled to Canada where 
he was charged with being an illegal alien. He spent six or seven 
weeks there under a deportation order and when he was released, 
was placed on an airplane with the first stop in Chicago where 
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he was served a subpoena by Chicago FBI Agents 


he was apparently the subject of an 
inquiry by "the commission who from what he says apparently formed 
a three man committee of the Commission to investigate the charges 
against him. Apparently the charges were brought by MAGADDINO, 

JOE COLUMBO, and TOMMY LUCCHESE in alliance with SAM GIANCANA, 
who in 1964 was the boss of organized crime in Chicago. Apparently 
part of the charges against BONANNO were that in some way he 
assisted JOSEPH PROFACI and MAGLIOCCO, upper echelon leaders of 
organized crime in New York. When he was again ordered to appear 
in October of *64, BONANNO claims that he was kidnapped and that 
apparently he was kept in a house on "Parkway for eighteen months . 
This m ay have been Pelham Parkway . He then made an appearance 
before r |1966, some 18 months after his 

disappearance and was released on $150,000 bond. His son, 

SALVATORE, also called BILL, came to Tucson at this period of time 
and was arrested by the FBI at the Spanish Trail Motel on the 
south side of Tucson. 

BONANNO then expresses the fact that"tremendous pressure" 
was put on by the FBI and that a bad situation occurred with the. 

FBI inasmuch as FBI Agent I I allegedly headed a group which 

placed hombs at the BONANNO residence and at the residence and 
businesses of several other leaders of organized crime in Tucson. 
Judge WILLIAM C. FREY, Pima County Superior Court Judge-, .was the 

judicial officer who presided o ver the ca se |___which 

resulted in a favorable verdict I l and which resulted, in 

the opinion of BONANNO, in Judge FREY becoming a federal judge. 
BONANNO discusses "business in■California" and later "destruction 
of all businesses", apparently a reference.to the fact that his 
sons, SALVATORE (BILL) and JOSEPH, JR. had businesses in California. 
It is noted that these businesses, Kachina Fashions and U. S. 
Mattress Company, are the suhject of the current federal investi¬ 
gation for obstruction of justice against BONANNO. 

BONANNO then discusses his current problems_ 

| in Tucson and in San Francisc o. His refer ence 
to | | is a reference to Strike Force Attorney I I who 

is in charge of the San Francisco phas e of the investigation of 
BONANNO. His reference I I is a reference to his 
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person al nhysiman. who has nl ai med that BONANNO is too ill to b3 

appear_ His mention of "revocation of 

probation, injustice" is a reference to the fact that the probation 
of his two' sons was revoked in the summer of 1978 and they were 
sentenced to serve prison terms at Safford, Arizona and at McNeill 
Island in California where they are. currently are incarcerated. 

His reference to "suffering with subpoena to California and here 
in Tucson" is obviously a reference to the subpoenas which have 
been served on him in Tucson calling for appearances in San Francisco 
and in-Tucson. His references to "surveillance, harrassment" appear 
to be a reference to the fact that during October 1978 BONANNO 
was the subject of an intensive physical surveillance instituted 
by the Phoenix Division with the help of the Arizona' Drug Control 
District during which his activity was closely monibored. His 
reference to "SCORDATO, birthday, FBI" refers to the fact that be 

on his birthday in 1979 he became aware of the fact that the FBI b7c 

was knowledgeable concerning the fact that he held his birthday 
party at SCORDATO*s Restaur ant, one of Tucson *s two or three leading 
restaurants. His reference I I is a reference to the 

FBI Agent who is the Case Agent in instant investigation. 

His reference to a 1979 deposition is a reference to the 
deposition he gave on March 1, 1979 in Federal Court concerning 
his knowledge or lack thereof of his sons’- businesses in California. 
His reference to "life in Tucson, harrassment" obviously appears 
to be his opinion of his current lifestyle. 

In another place in the documents, BONANNO writes about 
how "CHARLIE LUCKY became boss".in 1933. He describes how MEYER 
LANSKY made a trip to Chicago with BONANNO and with BUGSY SIEGAL. 

He describes how CAPONE became the boss in "Lexington Hotel, AL 
CAPONE and bosses from all over the U. S., peace party,, all paid 
by AL CAPONE". It is noted that the reference to MEYER LANSKY 
and BUGSY SIEGAL are two upper echelon leaders of organized crime 
in New York; in the past and the 'reference to the Lexington Hotel 
is a'. - reference to the former headquarters of AL CAPONE on South 
Michigan Avenue at 22nd Street, which was also known from time to 
time as the New Michigan Hotel. 

In another place, BONANNO describes how he was introduced 
to President ROOSEVELT and to two top leaders of Tamany Hall, the 
leading Democratic organization in New York City in the 1930s. 

BONANNO describes how when "the FBI was looking for me 
in 1950 or 1951 I was hiding in Phoenix in .... DE CONCINI for 
to introduce me to other judges". Later in the same narrative 
he describes how "the FBI pursuing me. They lost us (CHARLIE B.) 
in Dallas." He describes how he went from'Dallas to St. Louis,

Missouri..'... to Wisconsin, Madison and Rochester Minnesota Clinic, 
New'Orleans, -Cuba, Batista guest”. This apparently again refers 
to the fact that in 1950 or *51 when BONANNO was the subject of 
I subpoeSf co^LSng his appearance before the KEFAUyER Committee, 
he evaded the subpoena. The reference to DE CONCINI is apparently 
a reference to Judge EVO DE CONCINI, the father of United States 
Senator DENNIS DE CONCINI, Democrat Arizona. Reference ■to 

-CHARLIE B. is apparently a reference lo CHARLES BATTAGLIA who in 
the 1950s was a top lieutenant of BONANNO but who now has fallen 
•from BONANNO*s grace. 

Elsewhere in his writings, BONANNO describes a Commission 
meeting between ALBERT ANASTASIA, VITO GENOVESE, STEVE MAGADDINO, 
and JOE BONANNO to settle a New York dispute. He writes tJ } at: ,, 
"VITO was boss of bosses at that time”. This was perhaps in the 
1950s. He describes how CARLO was elected to the Commission 
shortly before the Apalachin Meeting which was called by . 

LUCCHESE and (illegible). He writes that at the Apalachin Meeti g 
SAM GIANCANA, who had been "active with ALBERT said h ® __ 

offended by J. B. This is followed by the words and SAM revenge 

against J. B. during J. B. kidnapping". 


In interpretting the above, it appears that the 
references to all of the above are to leaders of organized 
crime in New York at the time and that the reference to CARLO 
is a reference to CARLO GAMBINO, another upper echelon leader 
of organized crime in New York. The reference to SAM GIANCANA 

is obviously a reference to the leader of organized crime in 
Chicago from 1957 through 1965. BONANNO writes that in 1963 
JOE PROFACI was replaced as boss. "CARL and TOM LUCCHESE 
against". •These are obviously references to the leaders of 
organized crime in New York with CARL being a reference to 
CARLO GAMBINO. 


BONANNO then describes his problems in, 196.4-66 with :±he 
Commission. This narrative is confused but it is possible he'was 
accused of some type of negligence and possibly of killing three 
people. He mentions ANGELO BRUNO and SANTO TRAFFICANTE as playing 
roles as Commission members in this dispute, possibly as members 
with GIANCANA who were assigned by the Commission to settle this 
dispute. BONANNO writes, however, that he tried to make contact 
with these three but they declined. Later in this context he 
mentions "CARL and TOM" who apparently "told that I was going to 
kill the three - a dirty and desperate conspiracy.’* Later, at 
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this part of his narrative, BONANNO writes "they didn’t have any 
official authorization because J. B. was official member of the 
Commission.. J. B. was the head of the committee who elected the 
Commission every five years. The five years was already passed . 

and they were all out. As J. B. was the only one official to call . 
Later he writes "The Commission voted against 3 • B." 

In interpretation of this portion of the narrative, it. 
would appear that in the period of time in the mid sixties describe 
supra when BONANNO was in a dispute with other' members of the 
Commission, that-the Commission formed a committee consisting °£ 
ANGELO BRUNO, the leader of organized crime in Philadelphia; SANTO 
TRAFFICANTE, the leader of organized crime in Florida, and of 
SAM GIANCANA, the leader of organized crime in Chicago to investi¬ 
gate the charges against BONANNO and report to the Commission. 
However, BONANNO makes the point that inasmuch as he was the head 
of what anpears to be the nominating committee of the Commission to 
elect members and inasmuch as the constitution of the.Commission 
calls for election every five years, and inasmuch as it had been 
more than five years before he had called the nominating.committee 
to order, that these individuals were operating ex-officia and 
without authority to pass judgement on him. 

BONANNO then continues his narrative discussing JOSEPH ^ 
VALACHI,"a stool nidgeon who lied on many things to save his skin . 

BONANNO then talks of "audience with POPE. Bishop SPELLMAN . 

It is noted that elsewhere in the narrative he refers to the, fact 
that when he came to Tucson in 1942 he was given a letter of . 
introduction by Bishop SPELLMAN to the Bishop of Tucson. It is 
also noted that located in the front hallway of BONANNO s residence

BONANNO then concludes his narrative with a series of

Force Attorney in San Francisco, who is m charge of the ban 
Francisco phase of this investigation, has devised a "dishonest 
strategy" and has "fabricated a dishonest conspiracy against me . 

He writes that the time sequence involved in the se rvice of -. 

subpoenas on him "on Septembe r 5 , 19 7 8 by FBI Agent |- T -1 

and "on October 13, 1978 when I 1 blocked my very private 
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driveway entrance" somehow shows the nature of this conspiracy. 

it should be noted that a review of these notes does 
not show that BONANNO discusses in any way his strategy in 
defending the proceedings against him and therefore there 
appears to be no problem with any violation of his rights involved 
.in the receipt of these notes. 

It should be noted that also contained in BONANNO’s 
"buco" were various other documents which are not being furnished 
the Bureau for translation and transcription. Among these is a 
lengthy list which is headed "Names and Addresses". This list 
consists of the names and addresses of numerous judges, legislators, 
a Congressman, state, county, and city officials, businessmen, 
leaders of the clergy, bankers, physicians, a police commissioner, 
his accountant, and others. 

As is noted, the Phoenix Division has made a complete 
review and analysis of what appears to be BONANNO’s autobiography. 
During the part concerning the Sicilian origins of the i&afia, it 
appears that he has conducted some research and that what he 
has copied in his own handwriting appears to him to be the accurate 
history of the formation of the Mafia in Sicily. The rest of the 
narrative appears to be done without recourse to any other source 
and appears to be the obvious•recollections of BONANNO throughout 
his history as a leader of organized crime in New York and Tucson. 
Obviously, there could be hardly any other person who would be 
more knowledgeable concerning the subject matter of which BONANNO 
writes. It is noted that his father was a Mafia Don in Sicily 
and that BONANNO currently is the only active charter member of 
the Commission', he being generally believed to have been elected 
a member of the Commission as the leader of ohe of the five New 
’York families when the Commission was formed in or about 1931. 

In addition to all this, BONANNO is college educated, a highly 
intelligent individual and a prolific writer. 

A copy of this communication is being directed to all 
offices where individuals are mentioned by BONANNO. The Bureau 
is requested to furnish to each of these offices and to the Phoenix 
Division the results of their transcription of this manuscript.

Mobsters are. earning millions , of 
dollars annually in Connecticut and 
sending it .to their crime families in 
New York, Rhode Island and New 

J ersey, according to a report by Com- 
ecticut authorities. I 

The report, published yesterday by 
j Bridgeport,.. Conn., newspaper, 
quotes Chief,State’s .Attorney Austin 
McGuigan aB saying that criminals 1 
are skimming large sums—$800 mil¬ 
lion annually, in illegal gambling 
alone—-from Connecticut, with most 
of it returning to New York City. The 
report says at least 29 persons from 
five org ani zed-crime' families in the 
city are operating in Connecticut. 
McGuigan says in the report that

“It Mas 
produced ''unbelievably important 
leads and a better understanding s 
the power and influence of Bonanno,” 
explained one law-enforcement officer 
who worked with the Arizona force on 
the project. “We know now that Joe 
was the one who put Carmine Ga- 
lante where he is in New-York and 
that Joe is the guy Galante answers 
to in the final analysis. That makes

From the day. the operation began, 
no one in the Arizona Narcotics 
Strike Force : dr the FBI seriouslyJbe- 
lieved that raiding, the garbage dans 
of Mafia crime boss Joseph Bonanno 
would continue undetected for mpre 
than a feu? days. 

But from Dec. 8, 1975, to Friday, 
when a search warrant affidavit was 
made public disclosing the trash- 
pickup operation, agents of the Ari¬ 
zona Narcotics Strike Force continued 
their twice weekly pickups without 
Bonanno’s knowledge. From the thou¬ 
sands of noteB and documents recov¬ 
ered emerged a peture of a Mafia 
“godfather^. .whose criminal empire 
and web of influence stretched from 
Castellsimmare del XJolfo (his birth¬ 
place) to Canada and California. 

The idea fqr.the "trash’eoveft” 
emerged in the Tucson offices of t le 
^FBifSfrere Eugend Ehmann and W1- 
i liam -Christensen discussed the posai- 









However, when Ehmann left the FBI 
to jojp**tne Arizona Narcotics Strike 
Fsree, he broached the idea to that 
agency’s director, Terry Grimble. * 
They decided to go ahead because the 
project would not Violate state rules. 

"Everyone though];.he was in re¬ 
tirement, I jus? never believed it,” 
said a'source close to the probe. "They 
[the strike force] thought it was worth 
a t?y . . . that they might come up 
with some worthwhile information on 
Bonanno’s activities in narcotics.” 

Grimble and Ehmann sought the 
approval of then-Pima County Attor¬ 
ney Dennis DeConcini (now a U.S. ; 
Senator) after obtaining legal opin- ■ 
ions supporting the legality of a 
search of a person’s trash recovered 
on public property—the* curbside. 

Ehmann and Christensen studied 
the habits of Bonanno before the pick¬ 
ups began. They noted that Bonanno 
was a late riser, while his wife, Fay, 
attended 6:30 AM mass every day. ■ 

They found that Bonanno generally 
put his garbage out the night before a 
scheduled pickup, but occasionally 
put some out in the morning. They 
decided^to pick up Bonanno’s garbage 
at the last possible moment on Tues- 
days’ahd Fridays, often as late as 10 
AMjTjust before city, garbage-collec- 
tioriltnicks were to arrive. 

U4ng a van with sliding side doors, 
Ehmann and one other Btrike-force 
agent would pull up in front of Bonan¬ 
no’s high-walled home at 255 Sierra 
Vista Dr., Tucson. The side door would 
open, and Ehmann, wearing plastic 
gloves, would step out and pull the gar-' 
bage can in, emptying its contents into 
plastic bags. He would then replace 
Bonanno’s garbage, neatly placed in 
paper bags from the El Rancho market, 
with garbage that the strike force al¬ 
ready had collected and placed in, El 
Rancho bags. The operation usually 
took .less than 30 seconds. * 

There were many close calls, mo¬ 
ments when Ehmann and his team 
were convinced they >had. been identi¬ 
fied and Bonanno had been alerted. 

Law-enforcement sources said that 
Peter Notaro, Bonanno’s most trusted 
aide and confidant, once was at the 
house during a trash pickup. As 
agents pulled the garbage can into 
their van, Notorwa&ed to the front r 
oh the house.

The strike-force van was painted 
and repainted nearh fega’ dozen times 
and given new^markinga, with mag¬ 
netic signs depicting everything from

The strike force thought they'had 
been spotted by others; including 
Bonanno’s maid, who saw the van in 
its various disguises dozens of times 
as she entered the house, the newsboy 
and trash-collection workers, sendee 
contractors and neighbors. 

.Even Bonanno’s feared'doberman 
pinscher, Greasy, became accustomed 
to- the van and Ehmann. Greasy 
turned out to be docile, just wanting 
attention; and was content with a

"Very worried" that the facts of these crimes will be 
made public.. STEFANO CANNONE, the Bonanno Family consigliere,

Source stated that the general consensus among 
the ranked Bonanno Family members is that BONANNO probably 
had some type of mental breakdown..

Joseph Bonanno Sr., who allegedly 
rose from A1 Capone’s bootlegger to 
the top of organized crime, was sen- * 
tenced yesterday in San Jose, Calif., 
to 5 years in prison for his part in or¬ 
ganized crime activities in the South¬ 
west. 

But U.S. District Judge William In¬ 
gram, who also fined Bonanno. 
$10,000, said that'because of Bonan- 
no’s failing health the sentence could 
be reduced to 2 years after an investi¬ 
gation into the 75-year-old mob fig¬ 
ure’s condition. 

In September, Ingram found Bon- 
nano guilty of conspiracy to obstruct 
justice in a grand jury investigation 
of alleged laundering of money from 
organized crime activities. 

During the 14-week, non-jury trial, 
key government evidence was trash— 
including letters and scribblings in 
Sicilian—pulled from Bonanno’s 
home in Tucson, Ariz., by FBI agents. 

Albert Krieger, Bonanno’s lawyer^ 
delivered an hour Jong plea for a le¬ 
nient sentence, noting that Bonanno 
,^as:suftering from £aac£r a ,and Jaeart 


Bonanno, a native of Sicily, was 
convicted on criminal charges only 
once but never went to prison. He was 
fined $450 in 1945 for violating the 
rent control subsidy. He was said'to 
have retired from organized crime 
when he moved to Arizona,'but some 
lawmen believe he still has a hand in 
underworld activities. 

Krieger said that he had been 
ready to introduce Jimmy Fratianno, 
a mobster turned informant, as a wit¬ 
ness to show that Bonanno had had 
no connections with organized crime 
for the past *15 years. But since the 
judge indicated that such testimony 
would not alter his decision, Fra¬ 
tianno was not called to the stand, 
Krieger said. 

Bonanno’s reign in New York orga¬ 
nized crime was believed to have last¬ 
ed at least until his 1964 “kidnaping” 
by gunmen in front of his Park Ave?

He 
did not elaborate. The defense law¬ 
yer said he would appeal the convic¬ 
tion. 

Prosecutor Michael Sterrett asked 
the judge not to be "dissuaded by the 
defense tactic to turn attention from 
what’s really at issue here.” He said 
the heart of the case was that Bon¬ 
anno headed one of five crime fam¬ 
ilies in New York and showed 
"absolute disdain for the law for dec¬ 
ades.” He said that in this case, Bon¬ 
anno conspired with his nephew and 
codefendant Jack De Filippi, a San 
Jose commodities broker, to mislead 
investigators looking into businesses 
run by Bonanno’s two sons as fronts 
for mob-obtained income.
